Khrushchev 
pounds his desk at United Nations headquarters, 
a sea of grain remains unharvested back in 
Russia. Pravda warned agricultural workers in 
a front page editorial on September 28 to speed 
up their efforts to pull in the harvest of Siberia's

territories. 
In the Republic of 
Kazakhstan alone nearly 20 million acres of 
wheat remain unharvested. A repetition of last 
year s organizational breakdown and general 
failure appears in the making.

His conclusions follow: 
“ The parallel that exists be­ 
tween the extinct school of econo­

thesis that we live in too much 
affluence is striking and discon­ 
certing 


“ The st hool of economic matu­ 
res sought to create jobs through 
its economic tenets, its political 
consequences would have been the 
inevitable results of its economic 
principles. 


“ The thesis of affluence, on the 
other hand, seeks political and 
sociological objectives 
its econ­ 
omic consequences would result 
from trying to save the nation 
from “ too much affluence ” 
I n- 
fortunately, there will be no econ­ 
omic tests of the validity of the 
principles of the newer schools 
teachiug 
“ Its tenets can be measured 
only by final political success or 
disaster, and by the net effect on 
freedom 
And 
that 
test 
could 
come far too late for a change in 
the “ curriculum ' or for any basic 
corrections in assumptions 


“ The common denominator of 
both schools of thought is the de­ 
mand for a fat greater control by 
the state of our actions and our 
living patterns. 
In both cases the 
demand is that a big government 
l»ecomc bigger and that small but

“ Both schools hold to the prin­ 
ciple that in the enlarged weltare 
state of tomorrow

some level of inventory accumula­

of the American economy is es­

“ It was true but hardly recog­ 
nized 25 years ago that the econ­ 
omy of the United States was 
primarily ba?>ed on the power 
and acts of the population as 
consumers. It is still true today, 


and it 
is generally recognized 


that the character of our growth, 


of our recev-iorus. and of our re­ 


coveries is more basically con­ 


trolled by the patterns of con­ 


sumption than any other single 


force. 


“ Therefore, it seems reason­ 
able to assume that if the growth 
of our economy is essential, the 
fountainhead of that growth will 
bemore the facts and factors of 
consumption than any other mo­ 
tivating influence. What will be 
done by 180 million men, women, 
and children as individuals and 
as members of 52 million house­ 
holds will determine the trends 
of our economy — its prosperity 
and its adequacy or inadequacy 
of growth 


‘ Whenever the economy suf­ 
fers serious attrition, the base of 
tax collection and public expendi­ 
ture contracts as an inevitable 
consequence 
Taxes are only a 
part ot the production of a so­ 
ciety. Reduce the production and 
even an increase in the percent- 
age taken by taxes will eventual­ 
ly represent a smaller and smal­ 
ler total fund' 
“ Therefore, if we are to have 
a pool of income from which we 
can supply funds for foreign aid,
